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White Supremacists Linked to Scheme to Wee Over Government

SEATTLE, Dec. 11— The mas- 
awe FBI manhunt fast weekend that 
esdecTxt s fiery gun battle on a 
wooded, rural island north of here 
has sm veiled what federal prosecu- 
tors call a scheme by a group of 
white supremacists to overthrow 
fee government. 

12©bert Mathews, who died in the 
SS-hcur siege, mi four others ar- 
rested at the scene had been asso- 
ciated with a white-supremacist 
group in the Idaho panhandle known 
as the "Aryan Nations' and had 
plans to eliminate "Jewish influ- 
ence” and other minority groups 
firm American society, according 
to documents filed in federal court 
here. 

The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation began investigating the 
group several months ago in con- 
nection with a aeries of crimes 
thought to be the work of a group of 
white supremacists. An unkJeotifisd 
informer who infiltrated the group 
provided the FBI with information 
finking it to three armed robberies 
ht Seattle and northern California 
that netted more than $3 millioo. 


The showdown began early Fri- 
day morning when more than 60 
FBI agents swept through the pas- 
tures and woods cf Whidbey Island, 
a SO-m3e4ong body north of Seat- 
tle, and surrounded three cabas on 
a Huff overlooking Puget Sound. 

The agents closed shipping lanes 
near the island until late Friday eve- 
ning and baited air traffic as the 
manhunt progressed. FBI agents 
negotiated with thfc ertrriste cad er- 
rssted fear Friday cm dtsrgss of 
harboring a fugitive. 

But Mathews, 31, clone and 
heavily armed in one of the bouses, 
refused to come out FBI agents, 
same wearing camouflage, their 
faces blackened, waited in the 
woods through the damp, cold night 
while negotiations continued. 

Saturday afternoon, the FBI fired 
tsarps into the house asd later at- 
tempted to enter it to rarest Ma- 
thews. Agents were met with gun- 
fire and retreated. As the second 
day cf the siege gave *.ny to tfcrft- 
sess, tie FBI fired ’flares uto toe 
house to illuminate it. The feuBding 
caught fire and quickly burned to 
the ground with Mathews inside as 
exploding ammunition kept the 
agents at bay. 

A bedly burned body token from 


the ashes was tentatively identified 
from dental records as Mathews. 

Randolph George Duey; Robert 
E. Tderki; his wffe. Sharon K. 
Merid. and a mas identified as *3k>hn 
Doe” but also known as Bartlett 
Duane Udell and Ian Roy Steward 
were charged in U.S. District Court 
in Seattle with harboring Mathews. 

Three members of the group are 
sriB at targe. 

During the arrest of the four ac- 
tivists, FBI agents seised a brief- 
case bearing Doey’s name that con- 
tained a document dated Nov. 23. 
entitled "Declaration of War," said 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Gene Wil- 
ton. 

The document declares “war” on 
various elements of society and was 
signed by Mathews, Dyey and Rob- 
ert Merici in toe name of the “Aryan 
Resistance Movement," according 
to court papers. 

The informer said Mathews in- 
vited him to join the group and told 
him about his plans. 

The group’s HHe, according to 
the informer, was Turner’s Dsa- 
ries* by Wiliam Pierce, which was 
published by the National Alliance, 
an East Coast right-wing associa- 
tion.

The diaries describe a ®roop 
called The Order that undertakes 
its revolution by funding itaelf 
through robberies, counterfeiting 
and other crimes. The seat «t*P» 
according to the book, is to launch 
terrorist attacks, including bomb- 
ings and assassinations, against 
public o ffi cials , public offices, ener- 
gy facilities, cocnmunicatjoos sys- 
tems. newspaper offices aed tele- 
vision and radio stations. 

The book tests The Order's en- 
emies as Jews, blacks, other minor- 
ities, conservatives onwiHmg to 
t*kf drastic steps and Hbersls, said 
FBI special agent Norman Stephen- 
son. 

The revolution in the book begins 
m 1991 and ends successfully after 
eight years with the murder of 
many people, the destruction cf the 
‘’liberal Jewish press," the bombing 
of FBI headquarters, the cisiitera- 
forat of Israel with nuclear weapons 
end the daatb of the fictional 
Turner in a sukkhl nuclear ettack 
on the Pentagon, Stephenson uii. 

[United Press International re- 
ported that the Aryan Nations 
Church of Hayden Lake, Idaho, »- 
sued a four-page, typed tetter that 
it claimed to have received Satur-

DENVER, Dec. 14— The gun 
ased for the ganghod-styfe skying 
of as ou t spoken trik-utew hod here 
has been recovered in the home of a 
right-wing extremist who it con- 
nected to a neo-Nazi white auprem- 
arid group, Denver potee said to- 
day. 

BaJfefirt tests confirmed that a 
Mads 10 automatic pidoi 
agents found in the extremist's 
Sssdpoint, Idaho, home was the gun 
_ that foiled outspoken radio an- 
nouncer Alan Berg with a torrent erf 
buBets on a city street here last 
June. 

The gun was found after a fire- 
igfat b e twe e n FBI agents and Gary 
Lee Yarbrough, 29, at Yarbrough’s 
home in Saivdpomt. Officials said 
Yarbrough had been a member of a 
bate erganusttkm called “Aryan Na- 
tk*os.

Aryan Nations, with fcsadguar- 
tm in e tightly secured fortress in 
Bartered Idaho, tes been known 
for spreading an ancient message of 
meal and religious bias with eod- 
era, high-technology gadgetry. 

The g r o u p maintains two com- 
pote- buUetia boards, eccfa of which 
» called an “Aryan Nations Liberty 
Net,* and which anyone can read 
de nu nciat ions of Jews, blacks, ccro- 
mssrists and toe U-S. government, 
wfekh Aryan Ns teas calls the 
“2QG," for “Zknkt Ocoqiatxsafii 
Government* 

Under the beading “Know Year 
the baSetia beerds Eat toe 
addresses of focal gfffoss cf toe 
Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B’rith and of the Communist Party 
USA.

Ma officer* bad focused on “right- 
wing atema t i* from the start of 
the investigation of Berg's murder. 

“That was because of Mr. Berg 
and h» personality, because of the 
thrift be bad to ay ahead right- 
wing extremists, which aright have 
made turn a target," Mutex said. 

Berg, who generally was fibend 
on policy issues, had a flamboyant, 
provocative manner on the air that 
made him this dry's beat-tawwn 
and most controversial radio per- 
aonaiity. 

Berg was Jewish. In 1979, a Ku 
Ska Khz member burst into his 
ctudio to critictse ha commented'. 

Berg said the Wan member threat- 
ened boa at gunpoint. 

After Berg was guraed down fete 
at right octtide his townhouse 
here, Denver police questioned 
some 200 people in search of fo&ds. 

The police cautioned that ao one 
had been charged with the Berg 
shooting. They said they had no 
evidence connecting Yerbrough or 
Mathews to toe Berg weapon st tos 
time of the kitting. 

But the Denver police have scat 
fesrvestigetors to question Yarbrough 
and ether Aryan Nations members 
about the case. 

Aryan Nations is the poStkal arm 
of a white-suprematist, anti-Semitic 
organization called “The Church of 
Jews Christ Christian."

Federal officials «sd yeateday 
feat a group, 

whose foBowers have tees faked to 
several armored-car rslicriss, fee . 
slaying of a Darn taSt-ebow tost 
and assaults o» federal agents, has 
100 to 150 members and ties to 
two ®3ctrej$88$ pmcm pngs. 

FBI agent BaB Baker said fee 
group, which is baaed in fee remote 
resort tows of Hayden Lake, Idaho, 
on a 20-acre compound surrounded 
by barbed wire, is Inked to fee 
Aryan Brotherhood nd fee Aryan 
Special Forces, two white-suprem- 
acist prison gangs feat are said to 
participate m loan-sharking, extor- 
tion and gambling and are sus- 
pected in the murders of guards and 
fellow prisoners. 

The group is tailed the Church of 
Jesus Christ Christian and its action 
arm is known as fee Aryan Nations, 
a pa r amili tary organisation respon- 
sible for fee church’s political and 
proedytiong activities. 

Baker also said that some of the 
Aryan Nations membership "is ba- 
sically the same as that of the for- 
mer {Idaho] chapter cf Sheriff’s 
Fosse Comitatus,” a militant tax-re- 
volt group. One of that group's 
leaders, Gordon Kahl, was killed in 
a June 1983 shootout with author- * 
fries in Arkansas. 

The Aryan Nations church, ear- 
lier known as fee Emancipated 
Church Of fee White Sen!, was 
started at fee Sate 1970s by Richard 
Gout Butler and, according to Bak- 
er, "Advocates, white supremacy and 
fee efaunation c 4 member* of fee 
Jewish faith and fee bfeefe race front 
society.*

Berg, 50, who was Jewish, was a 
flamb oyant and controversial talk- 
show host for KOA radio in Denver, 
He was often critical of the Ku Khuc 
fflan sad eeo-Naxi extremist 
groups, and sometimes billed him- 
gfif as “fee man you Jove to fate.’ 

T didn't kfii him,’ Yarbrough told 
fee Rocky Mountain News. 1 never 
beard of him before l heard about 
this watching television." 

Yarbrough duded authorities un- 
tB Nov. 24, when be was arrested 
foQowiag a sfoootoot at a Portland, 
Che., motel. 

Yarbrough’s roommate there, 
Robert Jay Mathews, 31, managed 
to escape from 20 FBI agents sur- 
rounding fee motel, reportedly 
shooting one of them, Arthur Han- 
sel, twice in the kg.

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Leader Claims Neo-Nazis 
Have Computer Network 


DENVER (UFI)-The leader of 
» white supremacist group whose 
former member is a suspect in the 
slaying of a Jewish talk- show host 
says neo-Nazi groups throughout 
the United States and Canada are 
linked by a network of home 
computers. 

Aryan Nations leader Richard 
Butler of Hayden Lake, Ida., said 
also that members of his group can 
call up a computerized list contain- - 
mg the names of Jews, alleged 
communists and "race traitors.” 

He told the Denver Post in «n 
interview published Sunday that 
the lists are not hit lists but are 
only meant to tip off members of 
his group to "enemies of the white 
Aryan race,” 

Butler said that only members of 
his group or their close confeder- 
ates can get the code for the lists 
but that anyone can call the com- 
puters and get other right-wing 
materials, messages fend public: - 
tiorss. 

To receive the secret lists re- 
quires a level -seven clearance, he 
said. The lists contain addresses of 
certain Jewish and communist or- 
ganizations. 


Meanwhile, the former Aryan 
Nations member suspected of kill- 
ing Denver radio talk show heat 
Alan Berg said from his jail cell to 
Boise, Ida., that he has never 
committed a violent crime. 

Police disclosed Friday that the 
gun used to kill Berg was found to 
Gary Lee Yarbrough's home near 
Sandpoint, Ida. 

"I’ve never harmed anybody,” 
Yarbrough said at the Ads County 
Jail, where he is being held without 
bond on charges that include as- 
sault on £Bi agents. Tv* never 
been involved in a violent crime or 
a crime with a handgun.” 

Yarbrough said also that he has 
never been in Denver and had not 
heard of Berg until he Raw s 
television news program on the 
investigation Into his death. 

Denver police said that «n In- 
gram .45-caliber submachine gun 
used to kill Berg last June had been 
found id Yarbrough's home in Oc- 
tober. Yarbrough was arrested on 
Nov. 24 after an FBI shoot-out at 
Portland, Ore. 

Yarbrough denied that the 
weapon found in his home was the 
same one used to kill Berg.

ATTORNEYS FOE * LtOutaaian 
immigrant who has been living on 
tk& southwest Skk since 1949 are 
pknning to appeal a ruling that has 
dipped him of his U.S. citizenship 
for hiding his past as a Nazi guard 
at a Polish concentration camp in 
World War a. 

U.S. District Judge James Moran 
ruled Friday that LuMas Kairys, of 
60-56 S. Montgomery Ave., had 
frilled to include the fact that be had 
been a Nazi on his 1857 naturaliza- 
tion papers. 

Because of that, Moran ruled that 


Kairys had obtained his citizenship 
fraudulently, and revoked his dti- 

JKBShip. 

The Department ; Justice, which 
prosecuted the care, will next tty to 
deport Kairys. 

THE FEDERAL goverameBt first 
moved to revoke lilirys’ citizenship 
in August, 1890, alleging that be 
concealed his Nazi past and lied 
about his name and date and place 
of birth. The government contends 
that be was bora Liudvikas Kairys 
to Lithuania to l£?Q, 
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r.,OUTGOMERY, Al*. (UFll- 
Documents from a computer net- 
work operated by a white suprem- 
acist group contain plans for a 
revolution aimed at overthrowing 
the US. and Canadian govern- 
ments, a published report said 
Tuesday. 

The Montgomery Journal -Ad- 
vertiser said information gathered 
by the anti-kian group Klan watch 
indicates that the racist group 
advocates revolutions in the United 
States and Canada by assassina- 
tions and terrorism. 

The newspaper said Klara watch 
obtained the documents from the 
telephone-linked computer net- 
work operated by the Church of the 
Aryan Nations, an Idaho group 
suspected of killings and robberies 
in the Northwest, law enforcement 
officials said. 

The group is also known as the 
Church of Jesus Christ Christian, 
The documents also contained 
veiled death threats against Mont- 
gomery civil rights attorney Morris 
Dees, the founder of Kian watch, 
the newspaper said 
The computer network, called 
“Aryan Nation Liberty Net," con- 
tains messages criticizing federal 
welfare and foreign aid programs 
end warns that "mongrelism’' end 
“social experiments” have under- 
mined US. society, the Journal - 
Advertiser reported 
“We shall fight! We ahall not 
allow ourselves to be enslaved as 
those in Russia, Ann yourselves! 
liberate Canada!” one message 
rmdi 

Another listed enemies of fee 
while supremacist movement who 
are wanted for “crimes” such as 
acting as informants for federal law 
Enforcement officials. 

- The enemies “ahall suffer fee 
extreme penalty When fewful gov- 
ernment is restored tg»n this con- 
tinent,” the message read. 

One of the enemies singled out is 
Dees, who filed suit against the 
klan on behalf of black marchers 
involved in a 1979 shoot-out with 
robed klansmen in Decatur, Ala. 

"According to the word of our 
God, Morris Dees has earned two 
death sentences,” one message 
said. 


Dees, whose office was burglar- 
ised and firebombed last year, said 
it was apparent that right-wing 
supremacist groups have begun a 
system of terrorism and violence 
against opponents. 

• Joe darner, identified by prose- 
colons as a klansman, was indicted 
last month on burglary and arson 
charges in the Dees case. Prosecu- 
tors also claim that Garner, who is 
jailed under $468,000 bond, is linked 
to the Church of the Aryan Na- 
tions. 

“The evidence is pretty plain 
that the Aryan Nations and other 
klan -Nazi groups are Working to- 
gether in a unified underground 
effort to damage properly and 
assassinate people who are com- 
mitted to civil rights operations, 
and government officials, FBI 
agents and others” Dees said. 
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A Surprise Break 
In a Murder Case 

TbeFBI md cffl Gary Lee Yarbrough's 
Idaho home had only one aim: to capture 
Yarbrough's brother, Steve, as escaped 
convict from Arizona, Steve wasn’t there, 
aad Gary, a member of several neo-Nazi or* 
ganixauons, eluded FBI agents after alleg- 
edly wounding two in a shoot-out. But now 
the FBI has learned that its October raid 
wasn’t a bust after all. A ,45-caIiber subma- 
chine gun found in Yarbrough’s house 
turned out to be the weapon used to murder 
Denver radio talk-show host Alan Berg, 
Berg, who described himself as a guy 
’You love to hate,” was gunned down last 
June as he stepped from his car in front of 
his Denver home. Yarbrough, 29, was ar- 
rested in Oregon last month on charges of 
assaulting a federal officer and is being held 
without bail in Bo tit, Idaho. The former 
chief of security for a group called the Ary- 
on Nations denies hilling Berg or even hnv- 
mg heard of the man before his murder. But 
be reveals! to reporters that he did know 
one thing that might hove mode Barg a 
target of Yarbrough’s extremist group. *‘I 
know that he was s Jew,” said Yarbrough, 
who is now a member of the White Ameri- 
can Bastion — an Aryan Nations aplister 
group suspected of several bank and ar- 
mored-car robberies in the West. 

So far, no new charges have bees filed 
against Yarbrough. Denver District Attor- 
ney Normas Early said premature revela- 
tions by The Denver Post alerted Yar- 
ferough sjsd his associates that they crere 
suspects in the murder mvesugation. **We 
had hoped to place an informer in his cell,” 
bs said, When Denver police investigators

HAYDEN LAKE. Idaho — A small 
bat heavily armed group of right- 
nog extremists, its members re- 
cruited largely among ex-convicts, 
las bunched a wave of crime and 
ter roris m inspired by a fictional ac- 
count of a neo-Nazi takeover of the 
Uaitad Stat es . 

A task force of FBL Secret Ser- 
vice and federal Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms officers has 
caught eight of the extremists in a 
crackdown over the last month. At 
tfygt nine suspected members are 
sdH being pursued. 

FBI officials say the extremists, 
who share as unyielding anti- 
Semitic, racist philosophy, have en- 
gaged in counterfeiting, armored- 
car holdups, bank robberies, a syn- 
agogue bombing and the gangland- 
style murder c? a liberal Jewish ra- 
dio personality in Denver. 

Officials said the group has also 
planned terrorist bombings of dams 
g&d jpu&Sc MSdings. 

FBI Special Agent Norman D. 
Stephenson told a federal magis- 
trate in Seattle that the group’s 
goal is “violent overthrow of the 
U.S. government by killing, robbery 
sad counterfeiting.* He cited a 
“declaration of war’ against fecks, 
Jews and the federal government 
signed by about 12 of the neo-Nazis 
fate test mooth. 

Law enforcement officers say the 
jptjup, variously known as the 
■mite American Bastion,’ “The 
Oder" or “Brwter Sch'seigen’ (Si- 
tent Brotherhood), essentially is 
acting out m real life the plot of * 
fictional Nasi fantasy. 

The current outburst of violence 
tracks fairly closely with the plot of 
a fictional pamphlet, “The Turner 
Diaries" by white supremacist Wil- 
liam Pierce cf Arlington, Va. 


• That book relates a successful 
revolution by. heavily armed Amer- 
ican neo-Nazis. In the book, the a

“Silent Brotherhood" has funded 
itself through counterfeiting and a 
series of robberies. With these 
fund-raising methods, authorities 
s*id, the group has accumulated 
more than $4 million in $100 and 
£20 bills. 

Some cf the cash has been recov- 
ered in the recent arrests, but the 
FBI reportedly believes that large 
chunks of the money remain to be 
found. 

This violent band of white su- 
premacists came to national atten- 
tion this month when police an- 
aounced that the automatic pistol 
used in the June slaying of Aten 
Berg, s controversial radio talk- 
show host in Denver, had been 
found in the rural Idaho home of 
one member of the Tarotherhood. 

In fact, though, the seeds of the 
movement lave been sprouting for 
more than a decade at a heavily for- 
tified "church* here in a remote and 
marvelously scenic resort commu- 
nity east of Spokane, Wash., 80 
miles south of the Canadian border. 

This small Idaho town is the 
borne base of the “Church of Jesus 
Christ— Christian" arid its prose- 
lytizing arm, an auxiliary group 
called “Aryan Nations." 

The “church" and the Aryan Na- 
tions group st® descendants °f hate 
groups that: nourished during the 
Great Depression. 

The church has been ran since 
1970 by Richard G. Butler, a Cal- 
ifornia aeronautical engineer who 
became a Mower of Dr. Wesley 
Swift, one of the more active De- 
pression-era white supremacists. 

In 1973, Butler moved the oper- 
ation to a fenced and secluded 20- 
acre rite here at the edge of Coeur 
d’Alene National Forest, near the 
banks of a pure, ke-blue lake sur- 
rnunded bv a dense stand of dark-

Butler. 65, a nervous, thin-faced 

man with a surprisingly unmenacing 
manner— his conversation is laced 
with “Gosh!" and “Heck!"— set 
about spreading his views that Jews 
sod blacks are the children of Satan 
and have corrupted U.S, institu- 
tions and government. 

Butler said in an interview last 
week that fee views hte jnission as 
“spreading the message." 

“We must win the hearts of the 
people," he said. “It is a battle, or a 
war, for minds. It can only be done 
in the open." 

Accordingly , Butler has spent the 
last decade distributing literature, 
taking part in public debates and 
recruiting converts. 

He has an extensive catalogue of 
Aryan Nations literature and par- 
aphernalia. hems for sale range 
from a new edition of Adolf Hitler s 
“Mein Kampf (“pro-Hitler trans- 
lation,’ the catalogue promises) to 
plastic coffee mugs and key chains 
.bearing the red-and-Wue Aryan Na- 
tions seal.

Semitic, anti-black messages. 

Butter bolds regular Sunday 
church services that draw a lew 
dozen people. His church also runs 
a small “Christian Academy" where 
s handful of local children get their 
education. 

Butter has also hosted at feast 
two sessions of the “National Aryan 
Congress," an annual gathering of 
Ku Kiux Kian, American Naa Party, 
Posse Comitatus and similar ex- 
tremist group members from 
around the nation. 

At these summertime sessions, 
participants in brown American 
Nari uniforms, bright-blue Aryan 
nations suits or white Ku Klux Kten 
robes gather around the Nasi end 
Confederate flags and exchange 
stiff-armed Nazi salutes, according 
to those who have attended. 

Butter’s Idaho "church" also has 
served as a temporary base for such 
elites as Louis Beam Jr., former 
Grand Dragon of the Texas Ku Kiux 
Kian, and Robert Miles, a Kian lead- 
er from Michigan, 

Over the years. Butter directed 
much of his proselytizing at prison 
inmates, particularly m the West 
and deep South. He says that “a 
number" of ex-convicts whom he 
contacted white they were in prison 
moved here after their release and 
became members of the "Aryan Na- 

tteas uniformed headquarters divi-

But this influx of prisoners ted to

movement, as Butler tells it. 

In their view, the program 
to reach the masses of our people 
through truth, logic, and reasona- 
bleness would never be allowed" 
because "the media are controlled 
by our enemies* Butler said.
